Code § 24.2-228.1(A) and -683, this Court hereby issues this Writ of
Election and directs the Electoral Board of the City of Falls Church, Virginia, to conduct a
special election to fill the unexpired term ending on December 31, 2017, of the office of
Treasurer of the City of Falls Church, Virginia, on Tuesday, November 4, 2014, in the manner
and at the places as will be executed for the general election that will take place that day.

This Court FURTHER ORDERS that the Electoral Board and Registrar of the City of
Falls Church, Virginia, observe the directives set forth in Va. Code § 24.2-681 et seq. when
conducting this special election on November 4, 2014.

This Court FURTHER ORDERS that the Secretary of the Electoral Board of the City of
Falls Church shall, in accordance with Va. Code § 24.2-683, post a copy of this Writ of Election

on the official website of the City of Falls Church, Virginia, and have the notice of the special



election published once in a newspaper of general circulation in the City of Falls Church at least
10 days before the special election takes place on November 4, 2014.

THE CLERK is hereby directed to transmit a certified copy of this Writ of Election to the
Secretary of the Electoral Board (Margarette Shovlin, 300 Park Avenue, # 101E, Falls Church,
Virginia 22046) and to counsel for Petitioner.

This matter shall be stricken from the docket.
